Seems to be off by 
1544, not audible at Pardinho either (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x AUSTRALIA. CARN - ‘Calling All Radio Nutzz*, publicized by Jen to 
occur at 19-21 UT Sat Jan 22 on Unique Radio 5035-USB and stream: so I 
bring up the stream at 1915 and past 1927 hear nothing but rock music, 
apparently by a DJ in Los Angeles, altho an Unique Radio ID inserted. 
C.A.R.N. was supposed to include: ‘‘prop news, Segments From Around 
The HF Radio Spectrum, besides, HF audio files to play for you. GB's 
logs From the Past, Musical Interlude, Dx-News, & last but not least, 
Our Live HF tuning segment From South FL, Jen & GB From England seeing 
what*s hot on the "Waves"’* --- but no sign of that with Jen nor in 
following semihour when I leave the rock on in the background. 


Since radio and internet are already saturated with rock, why does 
anyone think we want more of it??? At 1957, however, Aussie Tim is 
introducing his own signature show, ‘Sounds of Your Life’ -- well, 
maybe his life. Must be a very old recording as he claims to be also 
on WINB 13755-DRM, Wed/Thu/Fri at 1400-1500, which is not even its 
current frequency; and on 5045 which is not even his own current 
frequency, from Gunnedah NSW, not his current location. The Unique 
Radio website is quite a mess if you try to figure out what's on when, 
more and more DJ shows (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx AUSTRALIA. (5035), re C.A.R.N. not being heard on the Unique Radio 
stream after 1900 UT Sat Jan 22: Jen replies that I didn’t listen long 
enough beyond a music break, and provides a minute-by-minute rundown 
of the 2-hour show, mostly talk. In fact I did listen almost an hour; 
I replied, 


“Jen, Great, but this is NOT what was on the stream I was getting 
from uniqueradio according to your instruxions to go there to access 
it. What about the ‘Sounds of Your Life’ which was Tim's own show I 


the one you were on. You obviously do not understand that you need to 
publicize a direct link to your stream rather than having listeners 
hunt for it at UR website. Is your show available ondemand later? I 
guess this is it I haven't tried to play yet:

So Montréal’s Asian station is 
making it thru tnx to CHHA in dead air. Both loop about the same from 
here, NE/SW. CHRN occasionally surges while CHHA carrier fades. Have 
not heard CHRN before as CHHA is right between us. CHRN is only 1 kw, 
while CHHA is 10; but CHRN recently added a relay in Brampton Ont on 


1350. 


It's Radio Humsafar, but referred to everywhere merely as **Asian’° 
--- but which language(s), in particular the one right now? Still past 
0437 and not a peep from CHHA. 73, Glenn Hauser, Enid OK, USA 


After first hearing it direct, further obs via the Milton SDR. 0444 
Montréal ad in English; 0555 a 514 AC ad, Laval mentioned, still under 
the CHHA OC. No ID heard around 0600. Back to direct for final check: 
0708 still dead air atop CHRN. {City to city, Toronto is 1764 km, 
Montreal a further 504 km at 2268% (Glenn Hauser, Enid OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 4747 & 4783 approx., Jan 20 at 0212, loud wideband scratchy 
spurblobs out of 4765 R. Progreso, into Colombia SDR worse than heard 
here before, but all cut off air at 0213* Something's always wrong at 
RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6060, Jan 20 at 0713, only RHC frequency left, the one with 
humbuzz, S9/+10, English announcer pronounces it oh-MEE-kron, 
apparently never having heard mainstream world media say the word, 
always accented on first syllable, tho never agreeing on long or short 
o. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11760, Jan 20 at 1553, RHC #1 legacy frequency, S9/+10 
distorted and breaking up; 9710 is also S9/+10 but just barely 
modulated. Somethings’ always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 5962-5995 & 6010-6048 approx., Jan 21 at 0715, splatter range 
of jammers against nothing on 5980, 6030; worse than usual marring 
5970 WEWN, almost 5995 Mali, etc. Something’s always wrong at the 
incompetent DentroCuban Jamming Command (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. Jan 21 at 0717, all RHC frequencies are off: 5040, 6000, 
6060, 6100, 9700. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xk CUBA. 9700, Jan 22 at 0805 UT, RHC is xstillx on the air, nota 
typo, S9+10 but JBM in English. 5040, only other frequency still on at 
0807 Jan 22, but is the S9+20/30 dead air in English or Spanish? Take 
that, Vanuatu! Something’s always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, 

WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11880, Jan 22 at 2215, RHC with weather report in English, S9 
but undexrmodulated with hum; 11850 Spanish is S9+25/S8 but suptorted 
and pulsing; 11760 S8-S9 distorted. Something's always wrong at RHC 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CUBA. 9700, 6100, 6060, 6000, 5040, UT Sun Jan 23 at 0703, all 


*“*Cuban Five’* RHC frequencies are off already; boding ill for 
Esperanto at 0800. Wolfgang Buschel agrees they all went off by 
0700/0701. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11760, Sun Jan 23 at 1607, RHC Esperanto S9/+10 with 
humbuzz/distortion, // much weaker 15140. Something’s always wrong at 
RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11760, Jan 24 at 1553, RHC #1 legacy frequency is $9+10/20 of 
dead air. Something's always wrong at RHC. More or less nominal at 
widely varying strength and modulation levels on 15230, 15140, 13700, 
9710, 9535 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6060, Jan 26 at 0718, RHC English still on with humbuzz, and 
6100 clear; 5040 Spanish; but rest of The Cuban Five, 9700, 6000 are 
off. Something's always wrong at RHC. The Other Side --- 


the other Guantanamo: **‘Cuba: A Good Island for Torture: 

The Shakira, El Potro, and Cama Turca are names that prisoners have 
given to some of the harsh punishments inflicted at Cuban prisons. The 
regime denies them, but more and more accounts have been conveyed.

xx EGYPT. 9899.605, Jan 24 at 2108, R. Cairo, S9+30 of nothing but 
some hum into UTwente; by 2115 some occasional clix but no English 
program modulation. 


9899.605, Jan 25 at 2219, 25 hours later this time with extreme 
unreadable distortion, not even obviously English, sounds like rubbing 
a balloon. At least the off-frequency has been quite stable from night 
to night. Off by 2245, so the SDR produces random tones among the 
noise. What more can be said about this saduation? 


Zach Liangas and Harold Frodge reported Cairo also distorted before 
2100 for the French broadcast on 9884.6. What about Portuguese 
scheduled to overlap from 2215 to 2330 on 9545? Also Abis but would 
have to be a second transmitter. AFAIK this has not been reported in a 
long time, nor the following imaginaries, 2330-0045 Arabic on 9730, 
0045-0200 Spanish on 9900, all three for S America (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xk EGYPT. 9899.605, Jan 26 at 2211, R. Cairo check into UTwente: no 
signal locking, but the random tones, altho brief lox show 
9899 .523/524, presumably not a Cairo remnant (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk GERMANY [non]. 15680, Jan 25 at 1547, S8/S9+10 sounds like German, 
so it can’t be DWelle --- but listed as MALgache from AWR Talata, 
MADAGASCAR relay! Oops, MAL there stands for Malayalam, which is a 
language in India, not Malaysia; as on page 499, WRTH 2022 under where 
else, Thailand. Up the dial, 15770 definitely in German, so can't be 
DW either: WRMI must be a segment in the multilingual SMTV, which EiBi 
and Aoki both imagine be all-English, which seems to be the default 
for programmers such as SMTV, too lazy to be explicit (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx ITALY [and non]. WORLD OF RADIO is scheduled to be pre-empted once 
a month on third Friday by IRRS at 1915, and indeed at 1918 check Jan 
21, music is playing on 7290 via Bulgaria, into UTwente, weak with 
QRM; and on 1323 from AM Italia. Anyway I check out the QRM situation: 
918 is off leaving La Inter, Madrid to dominate. 1323 has CCI, but at 
2000 via Noale SDR I hear the IRRS *‘sign-off** with the other Verdi 
theme, mixing with end of minority German service from Romania, and a 
long tone. We hope it will be better at 2130 for remaining airing of 
WOR: see USA [and non] (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x KURDISTAN [non]. 11530, Jan 25 at 1550, ME music S6-S9, two 
carriers slightly apart, obvious double-het with offset USB tuning to 
11529, i.e. Turkish jammer and Dengé Welat, but which is atop? Aoki 
ignores the jammer but shows D.W. site switch from PRIDNESTROVYE to 
FRANCE at 1500; EiBi says the change is at 1700! And also shows 
Turkish jammer for entire span 0600-1900 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x NORTH AMERICA. 6933 USB, Jan 22 at 2253, S9/+23 but distorted, 
overmodulated playing “‘Wheels’*; 2254.7 SSTV beepery; 2256.6 no 
announcement, surfin*’ tune; 2258.7 another SSTV already; 2300.6 
another surfin’ song; 2302.7 ‘‘Wipeout’*, still distorted. If you are 
really out on the waves, you certainly are not listening to any music 
so how is this a subgenre all its own? Tune away briefly, then 2308 
recheck it’s off. If there were ever any ID, sign-off announcement, I 
missed it, but am confident there will be HFU reports:

““carrier’* must have been some drone in the music. I bet it’s not 
RCW, Chile, allegedly active around this daypart on this bandpart. 
However, switching to LSB, I can hear some weak talk mixing with 
remnants of the music beat. Off at 2306? No, just a pause, more music. 
I*m in and out checking other stuff and never catch a voice 
announcement, but 2312 SSTV beepery, a quick CW message my brain 
doesn’t switch gear into in time, but it starts with WE---; more SSTV 
to 2314.6x; *2315 songs, 2327 chopped and then another. Not recheck 
until 2347 on other receiver and now it seems really off. These 
confirm it’s WEZL and with an intriguing high-quality image:

94.3: On Jan 20 we got this note: *‘Glenn, of 
interest in the local Enid area: I see that KLGB-LP 94.3 turned in its 
license on January 19, so that frequency should be open for your FMDX. 
Stephen Luce, Houston, Texas’ - 


I immediately confirmed that KLGB-LP is off the air. While *‘open’° 
for DX, it’s also open for a much needed public radio translator from 
KGOU at OU in Norman; or KUCO-FM, classical Edmond-OKC. KGOU has zero 
signal into Enid except very marginally with a little tropo help from 
its 88.1 relay in Woodward, especially on west side of Enid, but too 
close to a local translator on 88.3. KGOU 106.3 is totally blocked by 
a local; its NE OKC relay KROU 105.7 could barely make it here if it 
were not for another damn gospel huxter translator on 105.5. KUCO 90.1 
is marginal direct, picket-fencing and not enough for $tereo to break 
thru on caradio, or to attain full quieting. It also has 
better-than-translator relays in the small towns of Woodward and 
McAlester, both useless here. I notified both stations of 94.3 now 
being available in Enid, and one of them is looking into it. 


January 21 circa 1930 UT on caradio I check out what remain on 94.3: 


another gospel huxter marginally dominates, which must be per WTFDA 
Database:

-- l.e. the translator wagging the dog of 780 branding, even tho KSPI 
has had its own full FM on 93.9/93.7 for many years but separately 
identified and programmed. There is also a 12 kW in Elk City, KX0O, 
Classic Rock, Kool 94. 


Circa 1935 UT Jan 21, I drive right up to the KLGB transmitter site 
just north of Poplar intersexion with N Van Buren = US 81; just in 
case its exciter still be on: no, right next to the tower I am getting 
CCI from the two other stations. Sign still says *‘*‘Home of KLGB 
94.3°°. Last owner was Covenant Life, a church elsewhere in Enid. It 
was a pretty worthless station, long dispensed with any local 
programming, plugged into some gospel rock satellite service; and 
frequently failing with distortion or dead air. 


FCC FM Query now gets no hit for KLGB. Even tho deleted, ought to 
preserve data for historical purposes! (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


*x OKLAHOMA. Re 94.3 KLGB-LP Enid kaput, frequency open for 
translators of decent public radio stations: it’s not as if this is 
the only spot a new local signal could be insqueezed; I am sure there 
are others, but it’s proven as workable in Enid, so stations cannot 
excuse as nowhere to go. Another ex-translator channel long open is 
93.1, which used to relay KIMY 93.9 Watonga gospel huxter. Finding one 
in the NCE band <92 MHz would be harder as it’s well cluttered with 
gospel huxters local and nearby with only one decent public radio 
signal, 91.7 KOSU from almost 100 km away. 


100.9 in Enid once had plans -- APP or even CP? for a genuine LP 
community radio station backed by among others the emergency 
management honcho, but it came to naught, and KGWA nabbed the 
frequency for a tailwagger of its far-right extremist dog 960 
talkshows. 


Of course KUCO or KGOU can be heard streaming, and in fact I do so, 
but I am unapologetically advocating for real local public radio 
signals on our dials, in one of OK's larger cities, while smaller ones 
like Woodward are way ahead of us, two vs zero, both to boot bigger 
than mere translators. Per 2020 census, Enid is ninth largest in OK, 
but it would be fourth if several suburbs of OKC and Tulsa were merged 
with their metros. Woodward is #38! (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


xx PALAU. 9965, Fri Jan 21 at 0800, I am unfortunately awake and find 
something here with gospel rock song, S9+10, fades to S5. Got to be 
T8WH or whatever its true callsign be now. EiBi shows: 


9965 0805-0835 Mo-Tu USA Hope Radio 5 E FE /PLW 
9965 0805-0850 We-Fr USA Hope Radio 5 E FE /PLW 
9965 0810-1220 Su USA Hope Radio 5 E FE /PLW

So it’s Palaw? Aoki shows a much more convoluted schedule attempting 
to account for music breaks and individual program names, but not 
before 0807, and as late as -1135 on Sundays. HFCC shows 9965 
available 24 hours for *‘*‘HBN**, 100 kW at 345 degrees in English or 
Mandarin (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk PERU. 4810, Jan 25 at 0721, not even a JBA carrier, which was about 
all I could get from R. Logos, nor for the past triple weeks in 
bandscans, last logged here during this hour on Jan 1 & 4. Of course 
it could still be on at other dayparts, not overnight. Last logs I 
find of it were Jan 11 by LOB in Brasil, Jan 13-14 by Wilkner, FL, 
both circa 0000 UT (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk SINGAPORE. 7355, Jan 26 at 1624, English language lesson for 
Koreans, *‘the most serious’*, S9/+10 and hardly anything else left on 
40m SWBC band, not even NZ 7390 scheduled until 1650. It’s BBC via 
Kranji at 1530-1830, 250 kW at 25 degrees, which is aimed across 
Alaska right at Enid far beyond; but should be useful for any North 
Koreans around here (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SLOVENIA. 18118 USB, Jan 23 at 1515, CQ 17 from S57DX, quickly 
working K400H and W3DLD. Nice to hear something beyond N America on 
band. Previously logged Nov 16, 2020, on exactly same frequency, same 
hour. More info in logs before that on Nov 1 and 2 (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 11685, Jan 20 at 1554, open carrier and nothing on 11670; 
can it be REE? Yes, starts earworm IS at 1555. The frequency for 
Africa has been confusing, contradictory listings. Until now this B21 
season I have consistently heard it on 11670. Something's always 
nonsensical at Noblejas (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 2122) 


xx SPAIN. 9690, Fri Jan 21 at 2300, tokEnglish from REE, S9+20 
excellent to N America, much weaker //s 12030 > 11940 >> 
11685-not-11670. No contest today whether to hear this or Turkey, a 
JBA carrier on 5960 from East Turkistan instead. Opening news by 
Justin Coe about Spain's stance on the Ukraine/Russia situation 
distracts me as JC is pronouncing the Spanish Foreign Minister as if 
‘*Alvarez’* instead of the common MexAmerican surname Alvarez accented 
on first A. But uplooked later, he’s correct: **Ministro de Asuntos 
Exteriores, Unidn Europea y Cooperacion, José Manuel Albares, Desde el 
12 de julio de 2021°°. 


2307 to Amy Egan's first feature, the 85th anniversary of Spanish 
National Radio, Jan. 19, 1937. Gdbbels gave fascists in Spain a 20 kW 
Telefunken transmitter in 1936 first installed in Salamanca, then 
moved somewhere else, and finally to Madrid with Franco's victory in 
1939; but WTFK?? Features a song by a partisan altho Argentine-born. 


2318 ID, another song, and another feature about the long-running 
series on TVE, ‘Cuéntame’ - or in English, Remember When? but said to 
be equivalent to the American series ‘The Wonder Years’. It’s still 
being renewed after 20 years. Stories of a fixional family thru the 
years, set first in 1968y, thru the death of Franco in November 1975, 
now reaching the 1990s (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**1095 kHz or about 274 metres -- eventually. According to "The First 
Radio War: Broadcasting in the Spanish Civil War, 1936-1939" by Alan 
Davies (an interesting article but behind a paywall except for some 
universities): 


"When the mobile transmitter was first commissioned, it had problems 
finding a clear frequency as all the internationally agreed channels 
were already allocated. After using the wavelengths of various low
